MILLS AND SILVER. 


AS TO MR. 


A Publication Which the Texan Statesman 
Denouncesas False—Other 
Political News. 


WASHINGTON, November 12.—([Special.]— 
Governor Hillis credited with the triumph of 
the democracy in New York state. 

A distinguished democratic congressman, in 
discussing the situation today, said that a 
great many of the newspapers, it seemed to 
him, had misinterpreted the election of 
Flower by a large majority. 

“The result of the election in New York,” 
he said, “‘was a triumph for Mr. Hill and his 
complete vindication. The republicans de- 
clined to fight the campaign on national issues 
and made the issue of the fightan attack on 
Mr. Hill’s able administration of state affairs, 
andon Tammany. On that issue the battle 
was fought and won, and the big majority of 
Mr. Flower is an endorsement of Mr. Hill’s 
administration. It has shown also the wisdom 
of his action in holding on to the governorship 
till he was elected to the senate. To do this 
he was obliged to face very bitter criticism, 
but it is now evident that had he not done so 
Mr. Jones, becoming governor, would have 
used the influence of that office to secure 
his own nomination, instead of that of Mr. 
Flower, and, if he had failed in that design, 
would have been in a position to injure the 
party. Democratic success seems to have de- 
pended upon Mr. Hill’s doing as he has done. 
A review of the facts does not warrant the 
claim made by the Cleveland men that his 
work elected Mr. Flower, but, on the contrary, 
that the one strong argument in favor of 
Cleveland is not as patent as it has before 
seemed to be. It has been claimed al! along 
that he controlied the mugwump vote, and 
that no other man could, and that he was, 
therefore, indispensable to the party.’’ 

The Mugwumps Broke Away. 


“Tn this campaign all the mugwump papers 
of New York, except The Times and Puck, 
went back on him, and the vote in the city 
shows that the mugwump voters broke from 
him in the same way. Thisappeéars to demon- 
strate two things: That Mr. Cleveland does 
not control the mugwump vote absolutely, 
and that that vote is not necessary 
to the success of the democratic 
party. I think it entirely probable that neither 
Mr. Cleveland nor Mr. Hill will be nominated 
for the presidency. The Cleveland people 
have been abusing Hill so systematically that 
it is almost impossible for him to turn in and 
help him elect Cieveland. The chances are 
thatthe result will be the nomination of Mr. 
Flower for the presidency.” 


Mr. Mills and Silver. 


For some time a rumor has been afloat here 
to the effect that Mr. Mills, of Texas, had 
formed an agreement with the anti-silver men 
of the east, by which he had agreed, in case he 
was elected speaker, to pack the committee on 
coinage, weights and measures against free 
silver, in order that the tariff might be kept to 
the frontas the paramount issue of the next 
campaign. This report was printed this 
morning in a Baltimore paper, and attracted 
considerable attention. The published version 
said that Mr. Mills had gone to New York 
prior to the elections, and had met there Mr. 
Cleveland, the editors of The St. Louis Ke- 
public and New York Times, and other anti- 
silver men, and had not only agreed to shelve 
silver, but had actually given the names of 
the men who should constitute this committee. 
As Mr. Mills’s principal strength comes from 
the west and southwest, where the free coin- 
age sentiment is rampant, it was conceded 
here that, if Mr. Mills had made such a deal, 
he had sawed off the limb on which he was 
sitting. 

Mr. Mills’s Letter. 

Mr. Mills, however, this evening, {in 4 card 
to the Baltimore paper, stamps the story as an 
unequivocal falsehood. The card is as follows: 

Houses OF REPRESENTATIVES, WASHINGTON, 
November 11, 1891.—Editor Morning Herald: 
My attention has been called to a dispatch sent 
you from here, dated November 1ith, by your cor- 
respondent, in which he charges that I went to 
New York prior to the late élections at the invita- 
tion of certain anti-silver democrats, and that 
éx-President Cleveland, the editor of The New 
York Times and several other strong opponents of 
free silver, and Colonel Jones, of the St. Louis 
Republic, andthat I pledged myself, if elected 
Speaker, to frame the committeé on coinage, 
weights and measures 80 as absolutely to prevent 
the enactment of free coinage legislation, and 
that the names of members to constitute the com- 
mittee were dictated to me and | agreed to appoint 
them as named. 

Every word of the dispatch is false, I have 
had no conference with anti-silver men 
in New York in reference to the organization 
of the house. 1 have not seen Colonel Jones since 
last June, and then in St. Louis. I have uever had 
anyone to propose to me that 1 organize the 
house if glected’ against silver legislation. In 
short, the dispatch is false from beginning to end. 
Your correspondent bas imposed a palpable false- 
hood upon you You owe it to yourself to retract 
the false statement to which you have have given 
Circulation.

NO EMPIRE WANTED. 


Senor Chermont Says There Is No Move- 
ment for Monarchy in Brazil. 


Loxpon, November 12.—A dispatch re- 
ceived here today from the Brazilian minister 
of foreign affairs, Senor Chermont, says the 
reports declaring that disorders are prevalent 
in a number of places throughout the country 
are not based on the trnth, and that the allega- 
tions made that » movement is under way for 
the restoration of the monarchy are absolutely 
withont foundation. He further says that in 
Rio Janeiro perfect ce prevails and that 
the ~ epaapahes of the city is being conducted as 
usual, 

The minister’s telegram declares the situa- 
tion in all the states, excepting Rio Grande do 
Sul, is completely quiet. In Rio Grande do 
Sul, the dispatch continues, there have been 
local conflicts, but the government has taken 
Steps to quell the disturbances there. He says 
the idea of any ef these states separating them- 
selves from the republic and establishing gov- 
ernments of theirown have been rejected in 
every part of the country where such a qnes- 
tion bas been suggested. 

No Truth in the Reports. 

WASHINGTON, November 12.—Senor Mon- 
donca, Brazilian minister here, at a late hour 
last night received the following cablegram: 

_Brazilian Minister at Washington, via Lisbon, 
November 12, 1891: Continue to deny the alarm- 
ing reports spread through Europe in regard to 
the restoration of the monarchy and disturbance 
of public order in Brazil. Rio de Janeiro is per- 
féectiy quiet, business is satisfied and lively with 
confidence in the government. News daily re- 
ceived here announces perfect quiet in all the 
statés except Rio Grande Do Sul, where the ov- 
ernment has taken measures to put down the con- 
flict arising from the struggle for supremacy be- 
tween the two parties. There is no idea of seces- 
sion, whichis repugnant to all Brazilians. No 
conflict exists outside of Rio Grande Do Sul. 

Deny The London Times’ telegramand declare 
that there is no general discontent in the country. 
The government will shortly fix a day for con- 
gressional elections, aecording to the electoral 
law. The restoration of the monarchy is opposed 
almost universally, as the matter is definitely 
settled. Curo Preto Nabuco and ali old monarch- 
ists are enjoying perfect freedom. Exchange is 
conducted with security, and confidence in the 
government's stability is general. The bank of 
the republic is not giving artificial quotations, 
and English banks are dealing in exchange with 
freedom. They declare that reports to the con- 
trary are eisonlated by enemies of the republic.

IT WAS NOT YELLOW FEVER. 


A Little Scare Caused by Sickness on a 
Vessel, 

New York, November 12.—The United 
States and Brazil steamer, Alliance, left San- 
tos October 14th. At that time the yellow 
fever was prevalent there. The steamer then 
went to Rio Janeiro. Shortly after leaving 
Rio the ship surgeon, Dr. H.R. Rosenthal, 
took sick. The vessel stopped at Bahia on 
the 21st and left the next day. On the morn- 
ing of the 23d the doctor died. He was buried 
that nightin the sea. While sick the doctor 
told Captain Griffith that his _ illness 
was yellow fever. Christopher Auerich, 
aged twenty; Frank Westphae! and Thomas 
Lyons, later on died of the same illness. The 
vessel was thoroughly fumigated with burn- 
ing sulphur. Dr. Skinner boarded the vesse) 
at quarantine on arrival! here today and after 
listening to the purser’s description said the 
men died of malarial fever and allowed the 
vessel to come up. The Alliauce brought 
from the West Indies, Captain Ketcham and 
five of the crew of tle schooner Cora Van Gilder, 
which was abandoned at sea in a sinking con- 
dition.

Resolutions Adopted by the Farmers at 
Sedalia. 

SepariA, Mo., November 12.—The farmers’ 
national congress unanimously adopted the 
following resolutions today: 

Recommending state control of live stock 
exchanges; recommending the passage of a 
national law requiring the stamping of arti- 
ficial hog products; demanding the passage of 
a federal law prohibiting gambling in farm 
products; endorsing the principle of recip- 
rocity. 

The following resolutions previously re- 
ported upon adversely by the committee, were 
rejected by the congress: Demanding the 
coinage of silver dollars of the value of 100 
cents each ; demanding government ownership 
of railroads and telegraphs; demanding na 
tional revenues derived from taxes from im- 
ports which come into competition with home 
mantfactures; démanding federal prohibition 
of the sale of intoxicants, and demanding the 
cession of arid lands to the various states in 
which such arid lands are situated.

He paid his respects to 
John Jay Knox because in an interview the 
latter said the silver question was dead, and 
Cleveland would be the nominee of the demo- 
cratic party. Mr. St. John argued that the 
results of the recent elections were encourag- 
ing to free silver, which he advocated.

SUCCESSFUL ROBBERY NEAR CHICAGO. 


On the Open Prairie a Train Is 
Boarded by Robbers, 


WHO TOSS: THE SAFES OVERBOARD 


And Get Away with Their Contents—Off- 
cers in Pursuit of the Scoundrels. 
Other Criminal News. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., November 12.—A mid- 
night train from Chicago on the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railroad was robbed near the 
Western Union junction, at 1 o’clock this 
morning. The robbers are supposed to have 
boarded the train at the junction. As soon 88 
it was well away from the station in the open 
prairie, they stopped it and broke into the ex- 
press car, It is probable the total amount of 
booty will amount to $100,000, and possibly 
more a8 the train which was held up was the 
one which generally carried all the money 2 
ceived by the Milwaukee banks from the east 
in the nrorning. 

Details of the Robbery. 

The report of the train robbery near West- 
ern Union junction has been received by Gen- 
eral Manager Earling, of the Chicago, Mi- 
waukee and St. Paul railroad, which states 
that the safes had been recovered and that 
the robbers did not get any booty. Thejreport 
says that six men boarded train No. 3 at 
Western Union junction, sixty-two miles north 
of Chicago, at 11 o’clock p. ms, and it is sup- 
posed the robbers reached the junction over 
They held up the 
engineer and fireman, and when the train 
reached Franksville, a small station of two or 
three hundred inhabitants, about three miles 
beyond the junction, they caused the engineer 
to stopitat the point of a revolver. They 
then demanded of the express messenger that 
he tony the door to the car, which he refused 
to do. iad 

The conductor came up by this time and he 
was taken prisoner. The robbers then broke 
in a window of the car and threw in some ki 
of explosive which forced out the end of t 
car. They then went inside and covored the 
express messenger with a revolver and tried to 
make him open the safes. This he positively 
refused to do, and the safes were thrown out of 
the car. 

In the meantime the rear brakeman, under- 
standing the situation, rushed back to the 
junction and got help and an engine. 
gine and posse 2t once went to the scene and 
the robbers had fled. The train went on to 
Milwaukee and the fast mail train, which 
leaves Chicago at 3 o’clock a. m., picked up 
the safes and carried them to Milwaukee. The 
police of Milwaukee and secret service of the 
system, together, with the sherif of Racine 
county, were sent in pursuit of the rovbers, 
Their flight was so hasty that they did not take 
the precautions they had evidently intended to 
take, so that the officials believe they will get 
them before today. 


TRAIN ROBBERS. THWARTED. 


Officers and Men Were Ready with Their 
Pistols. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., November 12.—A story 
comes from Collinsville, on the Alabama 
Great Southern railroad, that sounds very 
much like an attempted train robbery. Early 
last night the agent at Collinsville heard that 
an attempt would be made to rob the south- 
bound express which passes there about 12 
o’clock. Shortly afterward fifteen men, nicely 
dressed, came in and took possession of the 
station, refusing to vacate when locking-up 
time came. The agent then called on the local 
authorities, and the mayor, matshal, 
police and a posse of citizens came to his res- 
cue and drove the men away. The gang was 
well armed and left, threatening vengeance. 
The train at Chattanooga was notified and 
left there with all the trainmen armed to the 
teeth. As it pulled into Collinsville four of 
the men reappeared and attempted to board 
it, but the citizens fired on them and they fled. 
It is said one of the fellows was hit and fell, 
but got up and made off again. It is believed 
an attempt was planned to havé been made 
below Collinsviile, but the train came through 
without being molested. “All the trainmen on 
the division are now armed, and an eXtra 
Jookont is observed. One of the gang has 
been arrested, but his story has not yet been 
obtained. 


ECHOES OF THE GALE. 


Further Reports of the Great 
Great Britain. 

Lonpon, November 12.—Tpough at mid- 
night last night the great gale in England had 
subsided and the dark, heavy storm ¢ilouds 
had passed away to the northeastward over 
the German ocean, it seems the storm is still 
prevailing in southwestern Ireland. A dis 
patch received this morning from Skibbereen, 
forty miles southwest of Cork on the river 
lien, states that the gale is raging there with 
great fury. Many houses at Skibbereen and 
somne at Oldcourh a port of Skibbereen, two 
niles below town, were gteatly damaged. 
The gale now prevailing in that portion of 
Ireland is believed to be the firstof the storm 
which the weather indications last night 
showed was approaching the coast from the 
Atlantic. 

Echoes of! yesterday's storm are still heard. 
From Ramegate on the east coast of thé Isle 
of Thanet, Kent, from which port many fisher- 
men sail daily to pursue their perilous calling, 
comes the intelligence that some of the hardy 
residents of that town have made their last 
cruise. 

A fishing smack, hailing from Ramagate, 
reached home this morning after a terrible ex- 
perience. She was caught in the full fury of 
the storm and was terribly battered by the 
pounding she received by the tremendous 
rollers which swept the channél from the 
Atlantic. The smack was badly damaged, 
but those on board of her are glad to have es- 
caped the fate which has befalien so many of 
their class, and are congratulating themselves 
that they are oncs more @shore. But not all 
the men who sailed in her have returned to 
their families, who looked anxiously for their 
coming. Four of her crew, while assisting in 
handiing the smack in the worst of 
the gale, wore me overboatd by a 
giganic comber, whith came aboard the 
vessel. Those on board were helpless to 
savé their companions. Not for an instant 
could they relax their vigilance in watching 
the vessel, and even had it been ible to 
spare some of the men to mann the boat, it 
would have been death to them to have at- 
tempted to put the boatin the water. It was 
all the crew could do to keep their smack 
afloat, and so they were compelled to let their 
comrades drown.

FIRE IN TAMPA. 


The Flames Destruy a Part of the Business 
Center of the City. 

Tampa, Fla., November 12.—[Special.}— 
Fire broke out this morning about 5 o'clock in 
Aurelio Campoz's restuarant,Ybor City. Be- 
fore efficient help could be obtained, it was 
beyond control. All the buildings were of 
pine, and burned like tinder. The firemen re- 
sponded promptly and fought bravely. Sev- 
eral were prostrated by the heat. "Efforts to 
check the flaines were futile with the water 
supplied. Sanchez & Haya’s cigar factory was 
saved by a most desperate fight. The fire de- 
stroyed the center of the business portion of 
Ybor City, the Cuban suburb of Tampa. The 
burnt district lies along both sides of Four 
teenth street, north from the street railway to 
Seventh avenue, and from Novitas’s hotel to 
Sanchez & Haya’s factory on the south side of 
Seventh avenue, and on the north side from 
Fourteenth to Fifteenth streets. The best 
portion of three blocks has! gone up in smoke. 

Losses and Insurance. 

The loss amounts to $85,000, including 
the buildings and stocks of mer 
chandise, The insurance is not exceeding 
thirty thousand four hundred dollars, the joss 
being principally on merchandise. The largest 
losers are: J.J. Bell, building and stock of 
liquors, $11,000; insurance, $45,000. Camilo 
Lopez, of New York, .two buildings, $37,500;

Totrpo, O., November 12.—The sensation 
of the Knights of Labor convention today was 
the report of the committee appointed at the 
last session at the request ot General Secretary 
Hays to investigate the treasurer’s books, 
which hefound inan unsatisfactory shape. 
The committee reports that ex-Treasurer 
Turner tefused to appear before them 
or |give up the bank deposit books, canceled 
checks and other documents in his possession. 
They made the best investigation possible in 
the absence of the documents and find there is 
over thirty-one thousand dollars unaccounted 
for, even crediting Turner with $17,000 which 
his statements show to have been expended, 
but which the books of the order do not show, 
leaving a balance of over fourteen thousand 
dollars entirely unaccounted for. The report 
was ordered printed. 


ANTI-LOTTERY MEETING, 


At Which Abram Hewitt Zells of an Offer 
Ho Had. 

New York, November 12.—Bishop Potter 
presided at a meeting in Chickering hall to- 
night, the object of which was to protest 
against the Louisiana lotiery. Among the 
spectators were: Ex-Judge Noah Davis, 
George P. Johnston, of Louisiana; Presi- 
dent Low, of Columbia college; Rey 
Father Elliott and ex-Mayor Abram 
S. Hewitt. The last named adverted to the 
practical power of the lottery people and 
their attempt to control the state government. 
He declared that, in 1876, the electoral vote of 
the state was offered to him for money and 
he had declined to purchase it.

‘WHY THBY ARE ANGRY 


/ Correspondence from Chile About the 


Feeling Against Egan 
AND EVERY OTHER AMERICAN CITIZEN, 


The Chileans Make Serious Charges 
Against Egan. 


SAY THAT HE “NOTIFIED BALMACEDA 


Of the Approach of the Congressional 
Army-—The Bad Feeling Not 
Subsided at All.

VALPARAISO, Chile, September 30.—[Special 
Correspondence of the Associated Press.}-— 
During the month which has elapsed since the 
overthrow of President Balinaveda and the es- 
tablishment of the provisional government by 
the congressional party, affairs in Chile have 
been remarkably quiet, The victorious army 
of the congressionalists is being gradually dis- 
banded, and several thousand soldiers have al- 
ready been sent to their homes in the northern 
part ofthe country. The only practical evi- 
dence in Valparaiso of the strife which has 
been in progress for the past seven months is 
the presence of a large fleet of warships of all 
nations, 

Hostility Towards Americans. 

Excitement is rapidly dying out. The sui- 
cide of Balmaceda served to attract public at- 
tention but for a few days. The chief subject 
of interest in Valparaiso at the present time is 
the hostile attitude displayed toward the 
United States government, and particularly 
against the official representative of the coun- 
try here by the revolutionary party, which is 
now in power, and also by foreign residents of 
Chile, who were strong supporters of the revo- 
lutionists during the recent struggle. The 
feeling against America is perhaps 
stronger in Valparaiso than at any 
other point. American residents here 
and persons representing American 
interests, are expressing alarm at the situa- 
They declare that this hostile feeling 
has affected commercial relations between the 
United States and Chile, and that the trade 
which would naturally goto American will be 
diverted to European countries. 

Several incidents occurred during the war in 
which American representatives were obliged 
to take decided action, and as this action was 
necessarily against the interests of the revolu- 
tionists, the latter regarded itin the light of 
hostile feeiing for their cause. 

The Itata Incident. 
The seizure of the steamer Itata, which es- 


‘caped from Sun Diego harbor in April last, 


was the first incident which roused the ill 
feeling of the revolutionists. The next thing 
which occurred to increase the ill feeling 
against America was the cutting of the cable 
of the line of the Central and South American 
Company, near Iquique, which was done un- 
der the supervision the Baltimore after the 
congressionalists had declared it should not be 
done. 

The revolutionists regarded this incident as 
another menace on the part of Americans, 
and they made the claim that the 
Americans cut the cable 60 that Bal- 
maceda’s spies and agents in the northern 

art of Chile could send information to Lima 

y another cable line, which was intact, and 
then have it resent direct from Lima to Val- 
paraiso over the American company’s line, 
which had been cut. Consequentiy, durin 
the last days of the war the revolutionists h 
come to regard American, particularly naval, 
representatives here as atlies of Balmaceda, 
and they were prepared to believe any report 
which might seem to substantiate their views, 

_ Charges Against Admiral Brown, 

The most violent attacks, however, which 
the revolutionists have made were upon Ad- 
miral Brown, who until a few weeks ago, 
commanded the American naval force in 
Chilean waters. On the day that the revolu- 
vionary forces landed at Quintero, cighteen 
miles north of Valparaiso, to make a final at- 
tack upon Balmaceda, which afterwards re- 
sulted in his defeat and overthrow, Admiral 
Brown left Vaiparaiso harbor with the flag 
ship, San Francisceo, and went to Quintero to 
watch the landing of troops. According to 
statements made by the revolutionists, and 
also by foreign residents here, it was not 
known at that time that the revolutionary 
troops were landing at Quintero, Balmaceda 
was holding his forces in readiness to 
move as s800n as 6 sohé was satis- 
fied as to the precise locality at which 
the enemy would land. The San Francisco 
steamed around Quintero for a short time and 
then returned to Valparaiso. As soon as shb 
anchored heré an otticer of Admiral Brown’s 
staff went ashore with a dispatch to be sent to 
the navy department at Washingion. The 
otlicer went first to the office of the intendente 
to have the dispatch approved before it could 
be forwarded by cable. Admiral Brown’s 
dispatch, which was in cipher, was inspected 
by the intendente, who was,of course, a repte- 
sentative of Balmaceda. Within an hour or 
two after this occuffence, Balmaceda’s troops, 
which had been in readiness here, were mov- 
ing toward Quintefo and there were newspaper 
extras On the streets in Valparaiso in which it 
was published that the San Francisco had just 
arrived with news that half a dozen men of war 
and a number of transports wére at Quintero 
and that the revoiutioniste were landing there. 

The Chief Cause of Ill Feéling. 

The details given above are those related by 
the revolutionists themselves, and also by for- 
eign residents in Valparaiso, including several 
persons who represent large American. inter- 
ests here. This version of Admiral Brown’s 
visit to Quintero has been freely circulated in 
every part of Chile, and there is no doubt that 
it is the chief cause of the present ill feoling 
toward Americans. Ch are still being 
made against Admiral Brown by the Chiieans 
and foreigners that his visit to Quintero was in 
the interest of Baimaceda. Consider- 
able capital is also being made out of the 
fact that some official cofrespondence Which 
passed between one of Balmaceda’s ministers 
and several other officials i the government 
party in the éarly part of August has been dis- 
covered within the last few days,in which a 
minister referred to the fact that he is “trying 
to get a neutral Vessel to get information for 
him in regard to the revoiutionists.”’ 

In the present state of feeling the belief is 
general that the neutral vessel referted to is 
the San Franciseo. So miich comment was 
made upon the incident of the trip to Quintero, 
that shortly before the San Francisco left 
here for Callao, Admiral Brown wrote 
a letter to Minister Egan in which he asserted 
that at the time he left here for Quintero it 
was generally knowh that troops were landing 
there; that he went simply to obtain informa- 
tion forthe Unived Btates government, and 
that he conveyed no information tO any one in 
Val paraiso. 

Do Not Believe Brown, 

The Chilean press and the supporters of the 
new governinent openly refuse to credit his 
statement. Oneoft the results of the feeling 
in Chile against the Americans is shown in the 
treatment of the officers of the United States 
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from Santiago, also speaks of the general ill 

feeling toward the United States and deals 

With the refusal of Minister Egan to surrender’ 
Balmaceda’s supporters who claimed refuge in 

the] United States legation. The congression- 
alists used every means to get the refugees. 

Egan informed them that the United States 

had never yet refused asyluni to politicai refu- 

gees and that he would not surrender the men. 

They then requested that some intimation be 

given the refugees by outside sources that their 

presence atthe legation was undesirable and 

was liable to place the legation in bad repute 

with theo party in power. Eyan’s reply was 

that that was ‘‘not the yankee style of doing 

things,” and that he preferred to act directly 

with the refugees themselves, 

Had Sheltered Revolutionists. 

The letter then speaks of Egan having 
sheltered eighty revolutionists from Balmaceda, 
and assisted others to escape, but says this is 
not considered. Itadds: ‘'The revolutionists 
were shelter at American legations, at a time 
when they were refused asylum by ministers 
of other foreign countries, particularly by the 
minister from Great Britain, and yot, during 
the entire struggle, it was England and 
English representatives and English residents . 
in Chile, who were regarded, with sufficien 
reason, a8 the strongest supporters of the 
revolutionists. 

There it little doubt that the primary cause 
of the revolution was the fact that English 
interects im nitrate properties in the north of 
Chile were threatened by Balmaceda. Nu- 
merous iustances were developed during the 
warin which valuabie assistance was given 
the revolutionists by English representatives 
in Chile. 

The letter also speaks of the Chilean belief 
that the United States representatives aided 
Balmaceda, though the more conservative 
merely charge that the United 
States thought Balmaceda would 
Win, and acted accordingly. Between: 
four and five thousand persons, who 
were supporters of Balmaceda’s cause, are 
now in prison awaiting trial,and there are 
more than ten thousand others, including 
nearly everyone whowas known to have 
been connected with the late government in 
an Official capacity, whom the present govern- 
incnt leaders have announced their intention to 
arrest. There is no indication, however, that 
the prosecutions will be conducted very vigor- 
ously in many cases. 

No Sighs of Subsiding. 

Une letter dated Valparaiso, October 3, 
says that the feeling against Americans is said 
to show no signs of subsiding. Complaint is 
then made of orders under which all persons 
entering and leaving thefA merican legationfia 
Santiago are arrested. ‘Thereis,” it con- 
tinues, ‘“‘no doubt that it was also intended 
that the ordér should impress upon refugees 
the feeling that they were causing Minister 
Egan much trouble, and that it was their duty 
to relieve him of the responsibility of protecs- 
ing them further and make an attempt to es- 
cape. There is ground for the belief that a 
similar plan was resorted to in the case of the 
Saas minister, at whose house Balma- 
ceda was sheltered. Theclaimis made that 
he became alarmed at the prospect of a mob 
attacking his house and tried to induce Bal- 
maceda to escape, and that the latter, know- 
ing that escape for him was impossible, took 
his life rather than subject the minister to any 
further responsibility in giving him asylum. 

‘But Minister Egan informed the refugees at 
the American legation that they had come to 
him voluntarily and would receive the protec 
tion of the United States jill they could safely 
leave thé country.”’ 

Frank Egan to the Front. 

One letter, dated Santiago, October 15th, is 
made up of a communication of Frank Egan 
son of the American minister, to a local pa- 
per,in which he denies as calumnies and 
falsehoods the statements made in articles 
copied by the paper from New York dailies. 
He declares his father, so far from boasting at, 
the club of the invincible Balmaceda, as one 
man, signing himself ‘‘Naval Officer,’’ wrote, 
was considered at the club be visited the most 
discreet member of the diplomatic : 
Young Egan also denies the stories about the 
“fat railroad contracts” received from Chile. 
He contracted to build a small line 
of track for about half the previous 
cost to the government, but when 
the government learned his pro- 
gressive ways, by which he could 
doj the work cheaply, they threw all sorts of 
obstacles in his way, 80 that he was forced to 
give up the contract, ata loss of $1,500. 

Miaister Egan is the subject of correspond- 
ence under date of §Santiago, October 15th. 
The letter says American newspaper com- 
ments on Egan have caused much talk. The 
Americans are unable to judge as to what may 
be the real feelings of America in 
Egan, but there is nodoubt that the American 
colony in Chile thinks well of him, and is in- 
dignant at esome of the newspa 
articles, and has no sympathy with 
the charges made against him. Egan, 
as well as all Americans here, has received a4 
share of the popular criticism, but this criticism 
has found its origin mainly in sources which, 
owing to feelingsof prejudice, are, from an 
American standpoint, the least worthy of con- 
sideration. Egan’s policy from the moment that 
he was received at Santiago as representative of 
the United States, was one calculated to ad- 
vance American interests in Chile, to @larm 
and rage patticalarly on the part of the 
English, who control the nitrate and other re- 
sources of Chile, and the fear that Amer 
icans might encroach on their interests is 
ascribed to attacks on Egan.

Qn Trial for the Killing of Colbert 
Dawson. 


NEW FACTS ARE BROUGHT OUT, 


Tending to Show That Dawson Courted 
the Tragedy in Which He 
Lost His Lite. 


Co.tumnus, Ga., November 12.—[Special.]— 
The entire day was consumed in the supeior 
court hearing evidence in the Howard-Bicker- 
staff case. The crowds in the gallery and 
courtroom were larger than on any of the pre- 
vious days, and marked attention was paid to 
the testimony of the various witnesses who 
were placed upon the stand. Court convened 
promptly at 9o’clock, and judge, jury, law- 
yers and prisoners looked fresher for the 
night’s rest obtained. A large array of wit- 
nesses was examined for the state, anda num- 
her of others will testify before the defense 
will put their witnesses on the stand. : 

The first witness was Mr. J. A. Shelton, 
of Leo county, Alabama, who testified that 
he was attending the exposition in this city on 
the 11th of November, 1800. At the time of 
the difficulty be was in the second story of the 
grand stand, just behind the band. The first 
race had taken place, andthe judges were 
making their announcements. He was |look- 
ing toward ghe judges’ stand to hear what was 
said, when he saw something likea knife 
raised above the heads of the crowd. It 
appeared downward. 
was any difficulty at the time. He saw a man 
running off to the left. Two other men were 
running after hiin, shooting. He saw tho first 
man trying to draw a_ pistol. As _ he 
circled he was shot, and fell. Wit- 
ness did not know how many shots 
had been fired: did not hear any pistol shots 
until after he saw what he took to be a knife. 

U pon cross-examination, witness said he saw a 
bright substance, but cou!dn’t swearit was a 
knife. He just saw the glitter and thought it 
was & Weapon. 

Mr. Greer’s Evidence. 

J. A. Greer, of Terrell] county, then testified. 
He was standing in the grand stand, and saw 
J. A. Carver, of Dawson, standing in the 
judge’s stand. He started over to speak to 
him about the races. He ran across the track, 
and some one called to him to keep off the 
track. Stopped and watched the horses come 
in on arace. Noticed those driving, but didn’t 
know any of them. A gentleman stepped out 
at back of his cart, and as he did so, another 
gentieman walked up and strack him 
in the breast. The man who Was 
struck threw up his ands, exclaiming, “Oh!’? 
He heard the pistol shot. Next time he saw 
the man who was struck he was coming to- 
wards the judges’ stand with a pistol in his 
hand. Dawson turned and fired at an old man 
who was following him. Then be ran across 
from the judges’ stand. The police stopped the 
man who was pursuing him. Saw some one 
rup around a man whom he afterwards learned 
was Mayor Dozier, and shoot. Dawson fell, 
with his hand to his side. Sawa lady come 
running ont, and picked up the pistol and tried 
to revolve it. Someone took it out of her 
hand. Shesat down by Dawson on the ground. 
Saw a strike out, but did 
not see any weapons. The man 
who struck the blow was coming up from 
behind, and as Dawson turned he popped 
him. Dawson ran for ten or fifteen feet with 
one hand on his breast, and one behind him,in 
a stooping position. He had no weapons in 
his hands that he could see. He had one hand 
on a cart at the time he was struck. 

J. H. McClelland’s Evidence. 


J. H. McCleiland, of Dawson, was the next 
witness. He had not been sworn, and after 
the oath was administered ke said he was in 
the grand stand and saw Dawson driving 
around. Dawson came in, saluted the judges’ 
stand, and went under the rail, and an old 
gentleman came up and hit him on the shoulder 
with something. Dawson ran off, and 
two men followed firing. Dawson then 
drew a pistol and tired, his shot going toward 
the ground. 


Homer Dudley on the Stand. 


Homer Dudley, of Seale, Ala., testified that 
he was at the races the day Dawson was killed. 
He was inthe race with Dawson, Alexander, 
Fletcher and others. It was the gentieman’s 
race, and the owners were requited to drive 
their horses. Dawson entered his horse. I 
saw him the day of the race or tne day before. 
The race carts of Dawson and witness got 
hung together at the finish, when witnéss got 
orders to dismount. He went nnder the rail 
in the direction of Dasvson, to speak about 
the collision. He was stopped by Tom 
Salisbury and Will Peabody, but was pushing 
on toward Dawson, when he saw a knife raised 
in the air over him, and _ pistols 
commenced firing, and the next 
the witness knew § he was thrown 
overin the track. Next time hesaw Dawson 
he was leaning forward and had a pistol in his 
hand. Six or eight shots had then been fired. 

Dr. Bryant on the Stand. 

Dr. J. H. Bryant, of Talbot county, was the 
next witness, but his testimony did not vary 
materially from that of the other witness. 

Captain Davis J. Bailey, Jr., of Griffin, was 
the next witness called. Saw Dawson dis- 
mount and go under the rail and start toward 
the judge’s stand. Witness saw there was 
some confusion, and saw aman to the right 
and slightly behind Dawson strike him a blow. 
Dawson looked around over his left shoulder. 
Before witness could get down from the grand 
stand parties had run to the bicycle track and 
were firing. After Dawson had run about 
twenty feet, and he was stooping, and 
fired the shot, heard several — shots 
before Dawson tired. Have since seen the 
man who struck the blow. 

“Can you point him out?” asked Colonel 
Thornton, of the prosecution. 

Captain Bailey pointed to Mr. Robert How- 
ard, and said hé was the man. 

Two other witnesses from Macon county 
testified to substantially the same as the others, 
and court took a recess until 2:15 o’clock p. m. 

As to the Pistol. 


During the examination of W. R. Logan, 
for the state, it was developed that witness or- 
dered the pistol for Dawson from a St. Louis 
firm a short tine before the killing. The pis- 
tol was shipped to E. C. Perry, merchant, at 
Glennville. Witness said this was done to 
save Dawson discount on the weapon. De- 
fense here exhibited the original order to the 
St. Louis firm bearing date October 16th, a 
few weeks before the killing. Witness was 
closely cross-examined about the conversation 
he had with J. B. Harrison anda iman named 
McDonald, concerning reports abont Ruth 
Howard, wife of Dawson. Witness also denied 
saying to McDonald that he told Dawson he 
had betterown up, as he had beenin trouble of 
that kind with a girl once before. 

Here the state objected. The jury was sent 
out, and Colonel Garrard made a statement 
showing the object of the question. 
He said: “The. defense proposed 
to show that Dawson ruined Ruth Howard 
under his own roof, while she was visiting at 
the home of his sister; that her mind was in- 
jured ; that Dawson afterwards married her, 
and then abandoned her; that this was not 
Dawson’s first deed of this kind; that Dawson 
had admitted it, and that for fmonths Dawson 
had been looking forward to trouble; that he 
was well prepared for it, and came to Colum- 
bus on the day he was killed fora difficulty; 
that Robert Howard was living in the state of 

Ohio and came to Columbus to bury his wife. 
After his arrival here, and not more than 
forty-eight hoursbefore the men metat the 
exposition grounds, he had, for the first time 
been made aware of the aggravating circum- 
stancesof theruinand abandonment of his 
sister; that Dawson knew he was here, and 
brought two pistols with him; that

The Friends of the Horton Brothers Write 
Threatening Letters. 

Macon, Ga., November 12.—[{Special.}—The 
three express robbers inthe Fulton county 
jail and the two Hortons, who arein jail in 
this county, charged with burning trestles on 
the Central road, seem to have friends outside 
who are willing to get into trouble themselves 
in the effort to work vengeance on the railroad 
and express companies. Letters have been 
received by the officials of these companies 
from the friends of the prisoners quite recently. 
In fact, they came as late as yesterday. The 
letters seem to have been written by a woman. 
They are spelled correctly and are worded so 
astorun smoothly. Dire threats are contained 
inthem. They go on to say that dynamite 
will be used in blowing up trains and prop- 
erty, and that if vengeance is thwarted when 
sought after in that manner they will waylay 
and assassinate the officers and employes of 
the road. The ietter says also that 
two of the boys have been 
arrested while trying toget even, but that they 
will be freed and work with the writers of the 
letters. Soit would seem that an attempt is 
to beinade onthe Bibb county jail.

Sam Small and Tom Minor Engage 
in Pugilistic Exercise,

Rev. Sam Small Alludes to Minor’s Saloon 
ina Reflective Manner, and the 
Barkeeper Resents It, 


Sam Small, the evangelist, and Tom Minor, 
a Decatur street saloonist, had a rough and 
tumble tight in Nash’s barber shop on Peach- 
tree street yesterday evening. 

The belligerents conformed to none of the 
rules of the art of self-defense. 

It was entirely a hit-me-if-you-can contest. 

It appears that both Messrs. Small and 
Minor went into Nash’s yesterday morning for 
shaves. 

And by accident were there atthe same 
time. 

Mr. Small was in a chair being shaved when 
Mr. Minor camein. As Mr. Small left the 
chair after the barber was through, Mr. Minor 
advanced towards him, saying: 

‘My name is Tom Minor,” 

And in another instant, in regular pugilistic 
style, he slugged the reverend gentleman on 
the jaw. 

The blow stunned Mr. Smal! for a moment, 
but he quickly pulled himself into fighting 
shape, and the barkeeper and _ preacher 
clinched. 

Like a ton of ~Obrick' they went 
tothe floor. Quickly the barbers separated 
them. Mr. Minor got up firstand itis claimed 
that he kicked Mr. Smal! in the mouth, cut- 
ting his under lip and knocking out one of his 
front teeth. Then Minor remarked: 

‘*You will know Tom Minor in the future,” 
and walked out. 

The cause of the difficulty was certain re- 
marks made by Rov. Sam Small inan anti- 
barrom speech last 
Minor’s method of conducting his business. | 
_ Mr. Small told the story of the difficulty as 
follows: 

‘‘T had gone into Nash’s barber shop to get a 
shave. It seems that this Minor was in there 
when I went in. He got through shaving 
before I did, and took aseat until I got up. 
He walked up to my chair, and the barber 
asked him if he could do anything for him. He 
replied: 

‘* ‘No, here is my hand,’ and he struck me. 

“But I threw up my arm and warded off the 
blow sufliciently for it not to affect me much. 
Seeing that Minor intended to continue his 
attack, I had to defend myself, 
and we clinched, and soon fell 
to the _ floor. I was underneath 
Minor, and the barbers pulled him off me. 
He remarked when he was up: 

***T reckon you will know Tom Minor now.’ 

‘‘As I was getting up he kicked me in the 
face cutting my lower lip and knocked out one 
of my front teeth.” 

“Do you Know the cause of the attack ?”’ 

“T understand it was because I stated in my 
last Sunday’s speech that policemen were 
stationed in front of Minor’s saloon on Decatur 
street to take care of the bums that congre- 
gated there to quench their thirst. 

"I did not know Tom Minor,never saw him, 
but only Knew the reputation of his place.”’ 

Mr. Minor’s story of tle details of the diffi- 
culty were not very different from Mr. Small's. 
He said: 

“IT stay at home and attend to my own busi- 
ness, and Sam Small seems to be trying to at- 
tend to everybody’s. I keep an orderly place, 
and have for seven years. When [. heard 
that Sam Small said, in his speech 
at Prohibition hall last Sunday, that 
a special policeman was placed in front 
of my saloon to keep order and prevent 
trouble, it made meangry. I made up my 
mind not to say anything about it and did not 
intend to hunt Small up, but: when I met him 
face to face this morning I thought a shght 
tap might make the evangelist come nearer 
attending to his own business and me feel 
better. Ido myshavingin that barber shop 
all the time, andit was the merest accident 
that I met Small there this morning.”’

Night. 

It is doubtful if ever before Sam Small 
looked quite so dapper and spruce as he did 
last night when he faced the big audience in 
Prohibition hall.

“IT think there must have been @ grand 
hurrah in hell today when sone 
black-winged demon flew into that abode of 
darkness and brought the news that the 
Small end of the prohibition party and the 
Minor endof the whisky party met in 
Atlanta. {Trememdous laughter and 
cheering.] 

“This endis still here—all right and se- 
rene. My difficulty with that burly whisky 
bummer reminds me of the adventure a man 
had with a log he was trying to pull upa hill. 
He had a rops tied to it, and the idea oc- 
curred to him that it would bea fine scheme 
to fasten the other end of the rope 
body, so he tied it round his waist. The log 
began rolling down hill and he strove to check 
its downward flight by bracing himself. The 
log was heavierthan he bargained for 
and he found it pulled him with 
it. The rope twisted around the log and 
shortened. He was drawn nearer and,pearer. 
Finally he and the log embraced, and down 
the hill they rolled over and over. When the 
bottom of the hill was reached the man pulled 
himself together, got 7 his feet, and, ad- 
dressing the log, said, ‘Yes, you darned sconn- 
drel, I was as many times on top as you 
was.’

I hurl that charge backin 
his dirtv teeth. I will tell the whole truth 


about thom if they beatme up every day. If 
they beat me at 12 o’clock inthe day I'll be 
back here at 7:30 o’clock at night. When I 
was running with them the other crowd used 
to beat me, and now that I am running with 
the other crowd they beat me. [{Laughter.]}

This department will be open to every one who 
wishes to. study electricity, from the novice 
to the expert electrician. In fact, the Gor- 
den school will furnish but a  frac- 
tional part of the pupils of this claas. 
It is expected that many young men and 
women about Atlanta, who are dependent upon 
their own resources for earning a livliboc d, will 
avail themselves of this opportunity for an equip- 
ment for work in the latest branches of the money- 
making art. x 

The veginnings of this department will be 
modest, but so important has the practical applica- 
tion of clectricity become, that the founders of 
this class prophesy a creat field of usefulness 
for it, auc possible developments in ite course 
of instruction that are not now thought of.

Flags and War Relics. 

General John Palmer, commander of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, ap- 
pears to be more of a partisan than a 
soldier. 

He declares that the display of a rebel 
flag at the unveiling of the Grady mon- 
ument is inexplicable to him, and says 
that the broad-minded Grady would 
never have countenanced such _ foolish- 
ness. The country has only one flag, 
says General Palmer, and this latter-day 
sentiment is the work of thoughtless 
boys and foolish women, assisted by a few 
men, who, though old enough to know 
better, are rebels yet. 

This is not the talk of a soldier. It 
is sectional and partisan all the way 
through. There was no display of con- 
federate flags at the unveiling of the 
Grady monument. If they had been dis- 
played among the picturesque decorations 
of the occasion it would have been all 
right, but nobody thought of it. A com- 
pany of confederate veterans carried in 
the procession a war relic in the shape 
of a tattered banner under which they 
had fought in a hundred battles. 

All genuine soldiers undersiand the 
significance of such an incident. This 
relic, or souvenir, was regarded by the 
old confederates simply as a relic—a _ re- 
minder of their heroism and sufferings in 
the past. In all ages brave soldiers, 
whether victorious or vanquished, have 
affectionately treasured their uniforms, 
their flags, their swords, and other sou- 
venirs of their campaigns. For a century 
after the War of the Roses the de- 
scendants of the rival houses of York 
and Lancaster proudly displayed their red 
and white roses, and they were none the 
less loyal to England for doing so. 

Through all the changes of govern- 
ment in France there has never been a 
time when an _ old soldier not 
wear in public the Legion of Honor cross 
presented to him by the First Napoleon. 
Soldiers understand this sort of thing, 
and only politicians and narrow-minded 
bigots misrepresent it. 

When the Grady monument was un- 
veiled, Atlanta was literally covered with 
federal flags, from the monument to the 
suburbs. Nobody saw and recognized the 
one little tattered relic carried by a corps 
of confederate veterans, except the parti- 
san spies sent here with orders to de- 
scribe the occasion as a rebel demonstra- 
tion and a display of southern treason. 

General Slocum and other union offi- 
cers, soldiers and veterans saw nothing 
but union flags everywhere. : 

General Palmer misrepresents Mr, Grady 
when ‘he says that he would not have 
countenanced the confederate veterans 
and their war relic. That is precisely 

what Mr. Grady did when Jefferson 


rould 


Davis paid his last visit to Atlanta, | 
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There was some talk at that time about 
a few confederate flags. Several northern 
republican newspaper correspondents wore 
them, and Mr. Grady very happily and 
satisfactorily made it plain to the coun- 
try that the loyal south bad only one 
flag, but she had a right, under that 
flag, to treasure her scars, her souvenirs 
and her relics, 

There is no latter-day sentiment about 
it, and women, boys and rebels have 
nothing to do with it. The people from 
Virginia to Texas are loyal to one flag 
and one country, but they are proud of 
their old battle-fields, battle-flags, broken 
swords and other evidences of the gigan- 
tic struggle in which they displayed such 
supreme valor and endurance. It is aill 
right. The union soldiers living in the 
south understand it, and they like the 
men who wore the gray all the better 
for this little touch of human nature.

The name of this distinguished citizen 
heads the list of the committee of fifteen 
selected from the fourth ward. 

The name of no man in Atlanta is 
more suggestive of law and order than 
that of this much respected and univer- 
sally admired gentleman, and the city is 
to be congratulated that he is one of the 
committee chosen to name its representa- 
tives in council. 

By common consent he will no doubt 
be made the chairman of the committee 
of one hundred. 

Conservative, prudent, just and positive, 
such a selection would do credit to the 
committee and meet with unanimous 


favor among those who endorse the citi- 
zens’ movement,

McKinley’s Tariff. 

Mr. McKinley says, in the course of an 
interview with a newspaper reporter, that 
the republican party will be pleased to meet 
the democrats in 1892 with the tariff as an 
issue, and he goes on to remark that the re- 
sult in Ohio gives some idea of what the 
result will be. 

Mr. McKinley’s unwarranted deductions 
from the Ohio election haveno more basis 
than those of certain democrats who profess 
to believe that McKinley's election puts an 
effectual quietus to the silver issue, 

Mr. McKinley and his republican friends 
will discover that the apparent slump of 
public sentiment in Ohio will have no effect 
whatever on the purpose of those who have 
undertaken to relieve the people from the 
unjust and unnecessary taxation which is 
the result of the McKinley tariff law. The 
newly elected governor of Ohio will find 
that the tariff issue is as lively as ever it 
was. His party may be prepared to meet it 
after a fashion, but the country is a bigger 
affair than Ohio. He will find, too, that 
there are other issues—less conspicuous, but 
not less important than the tariff—which his 
party is not prepared tomeet. These issues 
relate to the waste and extravagance which 
have made way with a billion dollars of 
mopey wrung from the people by unneces- 
sary taxation. 


For the City at Large. 

The only ground for reasonable opposi- 
tion to the citizens’ movement has been 
removed by the solid endorsement of Ture 
CONSTITUTION’S proposition that each 
ward consider the action of the executive 
committee in selecting the ten members 
for the city at large on the committee 
of one hundred. . 

In pointing the way to meet the 
charge that the executive committee went 
beyond its authority in choosing this part 
of the general committee, Tur ConstI- 
TUTION said yesterday: 

There are to be six mass meetings tonight of the 
citizens of the six wards of the city. Let each 
meeting either ratity the action of the executive 
committee in selecting the ten men from the city 
at large, or, if they think best, pass resolutions re- 
questing the executive sommittee to rescind its 
action, and leave the choice of these men to the 
committee of ninety, composed of the fifteen 
members to be selected from each ward tonight. 

If this is done, the opposition to the citizens’ 
movement will be deprived of its most fruitful 
and hurtful source of ammunition. 

If every ward meeting tonight ratifies the action 
of theexecutive committee in selecting the ten 
men fromthe city at large, the choice of these 
men becomes that of the citizens. If the meetings 
request the executive committee to reseind its 
action, it will very promptly doso, andthe gen- 
eral committee will fill the places thus vacated. 

We are of the opinion that the citizena can do 
no better than ratify the action of the executive 
committee. But by all means let each mass meet- 
ing take some action tonight on this question. 


Every one of the six mass meetings 
responded, and the names suggested by 
the executive committee were ratified. 
Thus they become the choice of the citi- 
zens, and there can be no further argu- 
ment on that score, as there would have 
been had definite action not been taken. 

In future, however, it will be advisable 
for the executive committee to leave. this 
function to the citizens, or to the gen- 
eral committee, 


Free and Yet a Slave. 

A recent decision of the Missouri court of 
appeals makes public one of the most start- 
ling cases that ever grew out of the old 
slavery days. 

Before the war Eda Hickam, a colored 
woman, was the slave of James Hickain in 
Moniteau county, Missouri. The civil war 
broke out, amd in due time Lincoln issued 
his emancipation proclamation. Eda never 
heard of the proclamation, and knew noth- 
ing of the changed status of her race. 
continued to work asa slavein the house- 
hold of Mr. Hickam. 

After the war Hickam removed to Cooper 
county, where he died on his farm in 1889, 
All this time Eda remained in the family, 
working hard for her board and clothes, and 
believing that she was still a slave. Her 
master kept the knowledge of her freedom 
from her for twenty-five years. The woman 
was never allowed to be in the company of 
other negroes, and never went out except in 
the company of some member of her master’s 
family. She was densely ignorant, and 
could glean nothing from the newspapers. 

The woman worked on uncomplainingly, 
believing that she was just as much Hickam’s 
property as ore of his cows. After her 
master’s death she accidentally learned that 
she had been deceived and held in slavery 
twenty-five years after she was a free woman. 
She employed a lawyer and sued Hickam’s 
estate for wages for twenty-five years at the

rate of $5 a month, The probate 
her a verdict for $785.29. 
reversed the judgment of the lower court, 
The court of appeals then reversed the 
circuit court, and remanded the case for a 
new trial, 

The defense claimed that since Eda did 
‘not know that she was entitled to wages 
during all these years, and as she had not 
intended to demand them, Hickam had no 
notice, and therefore she was not entitled ito 
recover. Her case was one of ignorance of 
law and not of fact, and itista well-known 
maxim that ignorance of law excuses no one, 
On this point the judge in his opinion said: 

This is generally true, but there are exceptions, 
especially between parties occupying fiducjary 
and confidential relations. Conceding the facts 
to be true that this gir] Eda was by fraudulent 
practices and represenations kept in ignorance of 
her freedom, what an outrage it would be to an- 
swer her claim for valuable services rendered, and 
say to her: “You all the time knew the law of the 
land and there is no relief for you.”’ 

In remanding the case for a new trial, the 
judge directed the lower court to try this one 
issue: ‘‘Was the woman kept in the belief 
that she owed Hickam her labor as a slave 
by his fraudulent representations ?”’ 

This brief summary of a Missouri lawsuit 
beats any story of the war that has ever 
found its way into print. Ifa novelist had 
used it for a plot it would have been pro- 
nounced too extravagant aninvention. The 
facts of every day life beat fiction. If you

Sallard’stransfer stables looking in vain for 
the advertised “hall.”’ There wasn’t any. 
While the citizens waited, some darkies drove 
the horses out of their stables and tied them 
in the sideof the building; then the people 
filedin. A table was securedin the rear of 
the stable, a lamp placed onitand behind 
it Chairman i Angier stood. 
The audience sat in part on 
wheelbarrows and upon the stall 
divisions, but most of them stood about in the 
hay and on the bricks, crowding good 
paturedly to get a glimpse at what the lamp 
would enable them to see. 

It was a primitive meeting, but the best men 
of the ward were there and they were enthusi- 
astic in their work. 

» Mr. Angier was made permanent chairman ; 
Mr. J. H.\Delphy secretary, and then the work 
proceeded. 

“This call,’”’ said the chairman, “‘is to select 
a committee of fifteen from this ward to nom- 
inate candidates and participate with the other 
committees to select aldermen.’’

The meeting was called to order by Colonel 
Howell Erwin, who stated that the first busi- 
ness in order was the selection of a permanent 
chairman. 

Mr. S. A. Morris nominated Mr. Howell 
Frwin for chairman, and he was unanimously 
elected. Mr. W.P. Hill was elected secre- 
tary. 

Chairman Erwin thanked the meeting for 
selecting him as its presiding officer, and stated 
the object for which they had met. 

Resolutions Adopted. 

When the chairman took his seat, several 
gentlemen arose. Mr. John Stevens was 
recognized, and introduced the following 
resolution: 

Whereas, The past growth and present great- 
ness of Atlanta is due in a large measure to the 
unity of her citizens in acting together for any 
measure calculated to benefit the city and pro- 
duce beneficial results for all the people; and 
whereas, the material interests and moral welfare 
of Atlanta can be best attained and preserved by 
a system of and wholesome laws, and a loyal 
and cheerful .observance of the same by every cit- 
izen; andin order to have good laws it is neces- 
sary to put good men in office as law-makers, men 
who will keep in view the general welfare of every 
interest of this great city, enacting such laws as 
will furnish due protection to life and property, 
to vested capital and the rights of labor.

“I am opposed,”’ said he, ‘‘to the action of 
the executive committee, but am willing to 
acquiesce, if we can recommend our man for 
counciliman.’”’ 

He subsequently withdrew his motion. 

Mr. J. L. McWhorter moved that a com- 
mittee of five be appointed by the chairman 
to select the committee of fifteen from the 
fourth ward, and report back to the meeting 
to be ratified. 

‘*Make it seven instead of five,’” moved Mr.

The Fifth Ward. 

The fifth ward voters came together in 
Concordia hall at half-past 7 o’clock. 

And it was one of the most representa- 
tive gatherings the ward has ever produced. 

The prohibitionist, the anti, the lawver, the 
doctor, the merchant, the railroad man and 
the mechanic were there. 

Men who had never mingled in a political 
meeting worked ‘side by side harmoniously 
and voted together on questions. 

Mr. C, J. Weinmeister, of the city execu- 
tive committee, called the meeting to order, 
and in doing so said: . 

“‘Asa member of the city executive com- 
mittee it becomes my duty to announce to you 
the action of that committee in thecitizens of 
the wards together to elect fifteen delegaces to 
a& general convention to elect candidates to the 
general council of Atlanta. For that purpose 
we are assembled, and tomorrow night our 
delegates will meet with the others and select 
the full ticket. This is the people’s way, and 
it has proven a harmonious success hereto- 
fore. I bespeak for you tonight calm, har- 
monious and dignified action, characteristic of 
your intelligence and your love for the well- 
fare and continued prosperity of our growing 
city. At this time there should be no division 
amongus. Wehave ourcity government to 
sustain, the best school system in the south to 
sustain and a new system of waterworks to 
inaugurate. Thechairis now ready to hear 
nominations for chairman.”’ 

Hon. John Tyler Cooper was nominated for 
permanent chairman, and was unanimously 
elected. Mr. Cooper took the chair, saying: 

‘IT ask your aid and helpin conducting this 
meeting to a harmonious conclusion. We 
have animportant duty to perform, and we 
should-be careful to select men who will work 
wholly and solely for Atlanta’s best interest 
without regard to measures of the 
past. We have large interests 
at stake and we should select 
men who aro broad-minded and lhberal. The 
chair is ready to hear any motion.” 

Mr. Harry Scott was elected secretary. 

Mr. J. A. Murphy was recognized by the 
chair and presented this resolution: 

Resolved, by the citizens of the fifth ward in 
mass meeting assembled, That we endorse the 
action of the citizens’ executive committee in the 
selection of ten citizens at large, and in calling 
upon each ward to select fifteen delegates, consti- 
tuting a committee of 100, to nominate aldermen 


The resolution was adopted. 
Captain W. M. Bray secured the floor say- 
ng: 


“TI move, Mr. Chairman, in order to facili- 
tate the business of the meeting that you ap- 
point a committee of ten from this body to re- 
tire and mame the committee of fifteen from 
this ward to the committee of 100. If we try 
to select that committee by ballot we’ll be 
voting here all night. I think my plan a good 
one.’ 

The plan was adopted and then the chairman 
appointed the committee: W. M. Bray, S. M. 
Peterson, Henry Clarke, Eli Cole, George W. 
Harrison, W. H. Scott, James Bell, John 
Murphy, T. H. Jeffries, John H. Welch. 

Immediately after the committee retired a 
note was handed Mr. Cooper calling him out 
ofthe hall.

Neverin the history of Atlanta has there 
been a more thoroughly representative gath- 
ering—representative of all the best element— 
than that which fi:led the Zouave armory at 
half-past 7 o’olock last evening. There were 
present there many of the most prominent men 
in professional and business circles, men who 
have in the past been prominent as prohibi- 
tionists as well as those who have taken the 
other side in the conflicts over that question, 
and all of them good, substantial citizens. 

The liveliest interest was manifested in the 
work of selecting for the ward’s representation 
on the committee of 100 men whose only interest 
isin selecting a ticket that will embrace the very 
best material, and upon which all elements in 
the city can unite. 

There were two notable features of the 
evening’s work. One wasthe unanimity with 
which that splendidly representative body en- 
dorsed the action of the city executive com- 
mittee in its selection of the ten members at 
large of the committee of 100.

THE AGNES SCOTT 


Formal Dedication of the New School 
Yesterday, 


BEAUTIFUL AND INTERESTING EXERCISES. 


Speeches by Prominent Georgia Divines. 
The Synod of the Presbyterian 
Church Present. 


The flower of Presbyterianism in Georgia 
was gathered yesterday at Decatur. 

It was the occasion of formally dedicating 
the Agnes Scott institute, a high-grade insti- 
tution for the education of young women. 

The synod of Georgia was present in a body, 
besides a large number of the Presbyterians 
from Atianta and neighboring places. 

Fully 3,000 people attended the dedication 
ceremonies. Ailthe standing room in the 
chapel had been occupied by 3 o'clock, the 
time of opening, while visitors after that hour 
were compe/led to take seats in the parlors and 
corridors. 

The ceremony was beautiful and impressive. 
It lasted for three hours, although there were 
few aware of it, and at several times few eyes 
were seen not dimmed with tears. 

The opening prayer was one of thanksgiving 
for the successful founding of the Agnes Scott 
institute. Dr. Warren Candler read in full 
the 119th Psalm. 

All hail the power of Jesus’s name 
was then sung in chorus by the 246 girls and 
young ladies of the school. 

Rev. E. H. Barnett gave a historical sketch 
of the birth, growth and success of the insti- 
tute. 

“Tt began,”’ he said, “in a movement of the 
synod of Georgia to establish a female school 
of high grade in 1844.” 

The movement grew with many vicissitudes 
until, after the munificerit patronage of 
Colonel Scott, it was chartered in 1839 as a 
full-fledged institution, with its control vested 
in a board of trustees of the Presbyterian 
church. After but three years of work it has 
today an enrollment of 246, of which eighty- 
two are boarders, and a faculty numbering 
fifteen. Forty thousand dollars in land and 
money had been given by Mr. George W. 


Scott. 

The delivering of the deed to Rev. F. H. 
Gaines in behalf of the trustees was done by 
Mr. George W. Scott with few and appropri- 
ate words. 

Following that Mr. C. M. Candler read a 
statement toshow how the original promises 
of Mr. Scott had been fulfilled. The institute 
now owns seven acres of land, worth $9,500, 
and a handsomely equipped building which, 
with all its tixtures, furniture and scientific 
apparatus, had cost $101,736.95. It is conveyed 
to the trustees free from debt. 

Rey. F. H. Gaines stated that the institute 
had been founded for the glory and service of 
God, for promulgating higher Christian edu- 
cationeamong women, and as an endur- 
ing memorial to Mrs. Agnes. Scott. 
This gift, Mr. Gaines stated, is the largest the 
Presbyterian church ever received. 

A touching prayer was then offered by Rev. 
J.C. Barr, of Peunsylvania, a venerable man, 
who was once the pastor of Mrs. Agnes Scott. 

An instrumental quartet, by Professor 
Meyer, Miss McBryde, Miss} Pratt and Miss 
Shipman, followed. 

“True Culture” was the topic of a splendid 
address by Dr. G. B. Strickler. A fitting 
tribute was paid to the culture of this age in 
all the departments of civilized life. But 
with it all there were many pernicious tenden- 
cies at work, which had to be contvolled. 
Science attempted to array God’s 
works against His word. The chemist’s 
crucible and the _ geologist’s hammer 
attempted daily to extort from the one a con- 
tradiction of the other. There were grades of 
bogus culture. A certain refinement of man- 
nerand an acquaintance with conventional 
forms of society were often mistaken for cul- 
ture. Such is but the imitation of culture. 
Such was the polished brass that passed for 
pure gold. Culture, primarily, is the process 
by which any latent powers are wholly devel- 
oped. Todevelop the mind best a sound body 
was needed to support it. Physical culture 
was, in fact, the foundation on which the su- 
perstructure of all other culture rests. True 
culture was a development of the understand- 
ing, tograpple with things; of the imagina- 
tion, to appreciate the beautiful and poetical ; 
of the will, to control all other faculties; of the 
conscience, to sit in judgment on other things. 

jut of more importance than-all was the 
education of the heart. Education of 
the brain without cultivation of the 
conscience truly puts a spear in the hands of 
demons who are made doubly dangerous 
thereby. ‘‘Out of the heart are the issues of 
life.” The school is as much a place of mor- 
alsasthe home. The Bible is the great source 
of morals, and if you bring morals intoa schoo! 
you put the scriptures there also, The Bible, 
of all books, belongs in our schools. 

Mr. John Scott gave a brief biographical 
sketch of the estimable lady in whose name 
the institution was founded. It abounded in 
humorous suggestions and classic allusions. 

Agnes Irvine was born in Ballykeel, county 
Down, Ireland, June§i3, 1799. Her father was 
William Irvine; her mother, Mary Stilt. 
They were married June 22, 1793. 
Agnes Irvine, with her widowed mother and 
Susanna, a married sister, sailed from Ireland 
for Philadeiphia March 29, 1816. The passage 
required thirty-six days, and during the voy- 
age Susanna was buried at sea. Agnes irvine 
and her mother settled in the town of Alexan- 
dria, Pa., 200 miles west of Philadelplia, where 
they had relatives. There, on October 29, 1821, 
Agnos irvine was married to Jolin Scott, a 
native of Adams county, Pennsylvania. He 
was a boot and shoe manufacturer on a larve 
scale for those days, and was once a represepta- 
tive of his county in the state legislature, and 
of his district in congress. He died in 1850. 
The children of this marriage were Susan, 
John, James Irvine, George W., William, 
Mary Irvine and Alfred M. Scott. At the 
age of seventy-eiglit years Agnes Irvine 
Scott died, October 23, 1877. Ail of the chil- 
dren are now dead except George W. and 
John Scott. 

Dr. Warren Candler, president of Emory 
coliege, concluded the ceremony with a mag- 
nificent speech. He complimented the Pres- 
byterians on the splepdid monument which 
had been erected in their name, and bid a 
God-speed to the work of Christian education— 
especially asit was developing in tiie south. 
Touching the munificent endowing of the 
Agnes Scott institute, Dr. Candier said: 

“The sight of a man who founds such 
an institution as this is so refresh- 
ing and, in the south, so uncommon, 
I ain tempted to ask oyr generous friend and 
brother to stand up and let us look at him and 
see What manner of man is he who believes it 
better to invest money largely for the salva- 
tion of the race than to retain it for the grati- 
fication of himself—who finds his chief grati- 
fication in giving. A man whocan do sucha 
thing Without dying and while still in the 
fies is a most uncommon person. As great a 
man as the late Mr. Tilden was capable of only 
post-inortem benevolence. He made an as. 
sault with intent to give $5,000,000 to a public 
charity, but died in the act, aud his relatives 
have since interposed to prevent such an 
act of violence against the peace and 
dignity of Mammondom. But here is a man 
stillin the prime of life, of sound mind and 
memory, and many years this side of the grave, 
giving away thousands! It is ® most uncom- 

mon spectacie. I really feel like asking him 
to stand up till we look at him. But I know 
his modesty and forbear, for he is like the first 
king of israel, not only in that he is head and 
shoulders above his fellows, but also in that 
when the people are wost inclined to honor 
him he is found ‘hiding aniong the stuff.’ 
Saul was a king of inches, but one 
who does a deed of nevolence like 
this, the completion of which we witness, 


is every inch a king. In E

HE WILL WAKE UP THE COUNTRY. 


His Views Turnitig on the Famous Wan- 


8 derer Case—The Last Slave Ship 
That Came to Georgia. 


General Henry R. Jackson, of Savannah, 
ex-minister of the United States to Mexico 
will deliver a public address in the house of 
representatives tonight at half-past 7 o’clock 


This is the first of a series of historical ad- 
dresses arranged by the directors of the Young 


Men’s library, and General Jackson comes at 
the invitation of that institution. 
His subject is one  calculaied = to 
cause discussion, and his reatment 
of it will be a revelation to most people. 

He takes up the famous Wanderer case, 
which stirred the state and set Savannah on 
fire in 1860. Theintensity of the feeling was 
so great, atthe time, that two duels were 
fought during the progress of the trial. 

Tire Wanderer, it will be remembered, was 
aslaveship which landed at Jeky! island in 
1860, just on the eve of the war. The purser 
of that ship, avho so!d the Africans and went 
to New York with the money, enlisted the 
next year in the war started by the abolition- 
ists, and became a corps commander. His 

artner was the United States marshal of New 

‘ork. 

General Jackson’s views on the question of 
slavery, and the relatious of the northern and 
southern states to thatinstitution, are calcu- 
lated to wake up the country, and his speech 
will no doubt be the subject of much comment 
and possibly some controversy. It is a subject 
with which he is probably more familiar than 
any living m an, at 1d his views, it is under- 
stood, will be given the press ‘in book form 
within a few months. 

There will be no charge for admission and the 
public isinvited. The house. of representa- 
tives is a large hall, but its capacity will be 
tested tonight. Arrangements have been 
made to throw open the large rooms on each 
side if necessary to accommodate the crowd. 
There are several hundred comfortable seats 
injthe galleries and the acoustics are such that 
the speaker may be easily heard there. 

General Jackson arrived in the city at 9 
o’clock last night, and isat the residence of 
his son, Captain Harry Jackson. He is in 
perfect health, and appears to retain all the 
vigor displayed in the great impeachment trial 
some years ago. A rare treat is anticipated in 
his address tonight, and he will haye a large 
and representat ive audience. 


READY FOR TRIAL.

A resume of the case, the charges against 
the young men, and the fact that the court

The face that the charge is a very grave and 
unusual one has excited the greatest interest 
in the trial of the accused among the military 
men of the state, and the outcome of it is 
awaited anxiously by them. 

If found guilty the penalty is left to the dis- 
cretion of the court martial. They may exer- 
cise leniency or severity. 

The trial has been twice postponed, but there 
is very little likelihood of a third postpone- 
ment, as all parties a are ready.

NEW YORK, November 12—[Special.]|—Foreign ad- 
vices today represent a completely demoralized condi- 
tion of the Liverpool cotton market with the close 
weak at the lowest prices of the day. Thisdecline of 
5-6id in Liverpool is equal to about 15 points in our 
market, and represents the liquidation of holders who 
are discouraged at the prospeet of another large crop. 
Our market opened easy, but found large buying orders, 
though the oiferings proved large enough to depress 
prices to 7.00 for January, the lowest quotation for 
that delivery ever made. From this point, up to 2 o’clock 
there was a graduai recovery through the covering of 
the short interest and buying by the most conservative 
merchants who regard present quotations as justifyiug 
purchases of cotton for investment. Whether this re. 
ection will be maintained depends entirely upon the 
marketing of the crop. At the moment the south 

seems determined to sell its yield at once, and so keeps 
breaking the market. When this pressure ceases, 
whether through the desire of the planters to hold the 
balance of the cotton or by exhaustion of the supply, 
the market will advance. After 20’clock the market 
assumed a decidedly steadier aspect, closing finally 
very steady at 5 points above the lowest of the day.

Utils Danger of an Invasion of Tennes- 
| see Miners 


en THE BORDER INTO GEORGIA 


To Release the Convicts Imprisoned at Cole 
City and Rising Fawn—The 
Governor Absent, 


The possibility—perhaps probability—of an 
onslaught upon the convict campsat Rising 
Fawn and Coal City by the Tennessee miners, 
pas caused the keepers of these prisons to ex- 
erciee greater watchfulness than usual. 

Despite all stories to the contrary fears of 
such an attack have been entertained, but the 
true story is not as black as it is painted. 

Any movement toward effecting the release 
ofthe Georgia convicts would be instantly 

detected, and the instigators punished as they 
ecserve. 

Guards are kept regularly on watch in an- 
ticipation of an attack, and every possible pre- 
esution has been taken to prevent a surprise. 

“Tho danger of such an attack,” said Mr. 
George H. Jones, principal keeper of the peni- 
tentiary, yesterday, ‘‘has been greatly over- 
drawn. lam in constant communication with 
Captain Connor at Cole City, and from what 
he writes me, I think there is little, if any, 
danger of such an attempt on the partof the 
Tennessee miners. I havo instructed him to 
be prepared for any emergency, and if such an 
attempt were tobe made, they would meet 
with a warm reception. ButI don’t think it 
likely. Even if the miners were inclined to 
such a thing, the situation in Georgiais very 
different from whatit isin Tennessee. They 
haven’t the moral backing here that they 
have there. The people of Tennessee are with 
them. No, I think the people have no imme- 
diate cause for uneasiness.” 

The Governor Away. 

Governor Northen was absent from his of- 
fice yesterday, attending a Baptist association 
in Wilcox county. He will be absent until 
Saturday. 


The members of the railroad commission 
will spend next Tuesday in Albany, looking 
into the merits of the Albany case recently 
brought before that body. 

No decision has yet been rendered in the 
Ryan case, and will not be for probably two 
weeks. 


SAYS THOMAS DID NOT RESIGN, 


But That He Violated Professional Ethics 
and Was Lounced. 

“There was a misstatement in an interview 
with Dr. Julian P. Thomas in THE ConstTi- 
TUTION a few days ago,’’ said Dr. W. 1’. Nicol- 
son, dean of the Southern Medical college, yes- 
terday, ‘which I would like to have cor- 
rected. 

“Dr. Thomas states that when he saw that 
his advertisement of ‘no cure, no pay,’ would 
likely embarrass the college with which he 
was connected, he immedintely resigned. 
The truth of the matter is,” said Dr. Nicol- 
son, ‘‘that as soon as we saw hisadvertisement 
and were cognizant of the fact that he had vio- 


lated the ethics of the profession, I at 
once wrote him a letter requesting 
him to discontinue his lectures. <After- 


wards we met, and he told me that lo hea ic 
signed. Of course it is immaterial as to how 
he construes his departure, but after his clear 
violation of professional ethics he could no 
loucer expect to retain his connection with the 
Southern Medical coliege.”’ 

Continuing, Dr. Nicolson said: ‘“‘I 
noticed that Ur. Thomas was spoken of as a 
professor in the Southern Medical college. He 
was not a member of the faculty, but simply a 
lecturer, without compensation and without 
anv connection with the management of the 
institution. There are a number of young 
men wiio fill these positions, which assist them 
inestablisuing themselves and atthe same 
time enable us to fill an occasional hour 
with their work. Dr. Thomas, in hi& re- 
marks about advertising, states that it is 
done by prominent physicians of the north, 
but itis well known that no regular member 
of the profession who has the ability to draw 
his practice otherwise, puts any such cards 
even in medical journals. We regret that it 
has become necessary to take this step, but in 
an institution which is presumed to teach its 
students not only the theory and practice of 
medicine, but something regarding the ethics 
of the profession after leaving school, it would 


ibe manifestly improper to retain one whose 
conduct wus so unprofessional as in this case.”

A NOTABLE CASE 


Results in a Verdict by the Jury in Favor 
of a Railroad Company. 

Most Atiantians will remember the wreck 
ou the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
Railway Company, in which Mr. Bob Lawshe, 
a well-known Atlanta citizen, lost his life. 
Ina collision between a passenger locomotive 
and the cab of a through freight, near RKock- 
mart, Lawshe was knocked out of the cab in 
which he was asleep and thrown through Rac- 
coon trestle, eighty feet to tha ground beneath. 
When picked up he was dead, and his widow 
brought suitin Fulton superior court against 


_ the railroad company for $25,000. 


At the first trial of the case, Judge Clarke, 
on motion of defendant’s counsel non-suited 
thecase. The supreme court reversed Judge 
Clarke's raling, on the ground that the case 
should have gone to the jury. The second 
trial of the case consumed seven days of the 
superior court, and resulted yesterday in a ver- 
dict by the jury in favor of the railroad com- 
pany—an unusual result with modern juries, 
The plaintiff was represented by Messrs Ar- 
nold & Arnold, and the railroad company by 
Dorsey, Brewster & Howell. 


Death of Mr. W. Z. Taylor. 

Mr. W. Z. Taylor, until recently a patrolman on 
the police force, died yesterday morning at 2:30 
o'clock at his home, 27 North Bell street, after a 
short illness from typhoid fever. Last Friday he 
was taken from a Decatur street car in a delirious 
Condition, and since then grew rapidly worse. 

Mr. Taylor was thirty-four years of age, and 

vesawife and several children and a large 
humber of friends to mourn his loss, 

The funeral will take place today. The burial

In the superior court, Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke presiding, the case of Mrs. Annie Dog- 
gett against R. L. Sims and A. F. Pharr, was 
begun yesterday morning. 

The suit grows out of the foreclosure of a 
mortgage, and has already figured in the 
courts. 

The plaintiff owned a city lot at the corner 
of old Wheat and Howell streets. He ex- 
changed this for a farm in Jasper county, 
owned by Mr. R. L. Sims. Messrs. Elmore & 
Krouse, the real estate men, conducted the 
business, and both parties to the transfer ex- 
pressed their satisfaction. 9 

Mr. John Neal held a mortgage for $051 on 
the city lot, but this was assumed by Mr. Sims, 
and Dr, A. F. Pharr purchased it from Neal. 

Soon after taking possession of the farm, 
which is situated in DeKalb county, Mrs. 
Doggett found it did not come up to her ex- 
pectations. Mr. Sims, she alleges, previously 
represented to her that the farm contained 200 
acres of productive land. An examination 
disclosed the fact that the land is very poor, 
the property being almost inaccessible. In 
reaching it the road goes through neighboring 
plantations. It was found, too, Mrs. Doggett 
avers, that, so far from the tract of land con- 
taining 200 acres, it contains only 140 acres. 
As soon a8 she learned these facts she re- 
quested Mr. Sims to undo the transaction, to 
give her back her city property and take his 
farm. This he was not willing te do. 

Mrs. Doggett thereupon went into the De- 
Kalb county court, and sought redress. In her 
complaint she charged Sims with having mnis- 
represented the farm,and she asked for process 
of law to annul the transaction. The plaintiff 
gained her suit, and Sims gave her back the 
city lot, and she vacated the farm. 

It transpired that the mortgage on the city 

Jot had not been satisfied, and the holder of it 
proceeded to foreclose. Dr. Pharr got his 
money. 
Now Mrs. Doggett wants rent for the city 
property for the four years. She sues both 
Sims and Pharr, alleging that they combined 
to defrand her. 

Several witnesses were examined yesterday 
afternoon, and the above facts were 
brought out. 

The plaintiff is represented by Colonel 
Wimpy, and Mr. E. W. Martin represents the 
defendants. 

In the City Court. 

In the city courtof Atlanta, Judge Howard 
Van Epps presiding, the case of Marable vs. 
Venable Bros., ended in a victory for the de- 
fecdants. The jury had been out forty-eight 
hours vefore a verdict could be agreed upon. 

The whole day was occupied in hearing the 
ease of Akridge vs. the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad. This is a suit for $10,000 dam- 
ages. It was given to the jury yesterday af- 
ternoon. The plaintiff was represented by 
Messrs. Arnold & Arnold, and Judge Pendle- 
ton appeared for the defendant. 

This afternoon there will bea bar meeting 
in the city courtroom. 

Passing Sentence. 

Judge Westmoreland passed the following 
sentences upon three criminais who were con- 
victed in his court: 

John Summers, convicted of gaming. Sen- 
tenced to pay $50 or go tothe chaingang for 
six months. 

Daniel Sipling, convicted of the same offense 
and given a like sentence. 

Will Havgood, convicted on gaming. Three 
months in the chaingang or $25. 

Tom Lewis, convicted of the same crime 
and given the same sentence. 

Another Damage Suit. 

Yesterday morning Mr. John W. Cox, attor- 
ney for Noah H. Kelley, instituted a suit for 
$20,000 against the Kichmond and Danville 
railroad. In his declaration the plaintiff 
alleges that whilst discharging his duties as a 
train hand the 28th of last month he was 
seriously injured by a collision of two railway 
trains operated by the defendant. He charges 
the defendant's servants with criminal care- 
lessness. He was at the time of the accident 
twenty-six years of age, and was earning S50 a 
month. The suit was docketed in the city 
court. :
